The old conlliet of methods in 
the education of the deaf still eon 

tinues extremely hitter it might be 

well In explain that there are three 

methods of inetruotion: lsr, ihe 
Oral Method, which originated in 
Germany; 8d, the Manual Method, 
Including Anger spelling ami the 
sign language, which originated in 

France; and lid, Ihe Combined 
System, which is the system coin 
monly used in Ihe United Slates 
mid now in use at I his school. The 
pure oral system, which believes in 
a single method of instruction, 
makes no provision for the varial ion 
in children. An overwhelming 
majority of Ihe Stale schools use 
the ( '.unbilled System of Instruction. 

The Importance of lip*readlng 

and speecll for Ihe deaf is fully 
mall Bad, and here every child is 
placed in an oral class on his ad- 
mission and continued there as 
long as there is any hope of his 
becoming proficient. If, after a 

trial extending over several months, 

he has proved an oral failure, he is 
transferred to the manual depart - 

inenl and his education conducted 

by means of willing, anger spelling 
and signs. Frequently a pupil who 

has appeared dull and unresponsive 
under the oral system, becomes wide 
awake and makes rapid progress 
when Ira nsl erred to the manual 

department. 

Lip-reading also has its limit a 
lions, in spite of newspapers rories to 
the contrary. The most marvelous 

lip-reader in Ihe world cannot 
follow the speaker on the plat form . 
Neither can they gel more than a 
few words from Ihe movie BOtOC 
on ihe screen. The only way the 
deaf can understand and enjoy 
lectures oi sermons is when I he J ii" 
delivered in the sign language. 

Why then should the deaf be do 
prived of Ihe intellectual stimulus 
of lec'uies, or the moral or spiritual 

awakening of cermous, by ihe aboli- 
tion of the sign language? 

It is worth while to spend all Ihe 

time we are devoting to teaching the 

de if to speak and read Ihe lips, but 
when we meet With complete fait U W 
we should use some Other method. 

I believe ihat, Instead of rnnning 
all deaf olilldren through the narrow 
groove of oralUm, we should use tbe 
method ih it ills the child Instead ol' 
lit Hog the child to a single method 
In donating these three medal*

Editor Journal: — In the April 
19 1 8 copy of The Frat, five cities 
are mentioned as being in the race 
for the 1 92 1 Convention. I, per- 
sonally, have been in every one of 
those places: Atlanta, Buffalo, St. 
Louis, Memphis and Los Angeles; 
and for the purposes of onr Conven- 
tion, Los Angeles has all the others 
combined beaten a mile. 

Let it l>e conceded that Los An- 
geles is quite a distance from the 
circle of the Frat Divisions; but he 
who travels within a circle never gets 
anywhere; and the advantages to be 
derived from a visit to Los Angeles 
cannot he measured by monetary 
standards. 

The object of these Conventions 
is educational : to increase our fund 
of knowledge, broaden tbe range of 
thought, add to experience, and also 
to afford recreation and a relief from 
the monotonous wear upon our facul- 
ties involved in our daily work. 

Delegates enjoying the novelty of 
an across-the-Continent tour, will 
feci that the time is well spent and 
never to be regretted. 

If we consider the objections 
which may be advanced by those 
who in reality are only favoring the 
other cities, those that stand out 
most prominently will be: "Dis- 
tance;" "Governmental regulation 
of railroads;" and " the WAR." 

Distance is disposed of with a 
breath, for it is only a point of view, 
and always that place is nearest to 
you wheresoever you may happen 
to be. It is said that George Wash- 
ington was able to throw a silver 
dollar "to the OTHBR side of the 
Potomac River" by simply pointing 
from the District of Columbia, where 
he was then standing, to the Virginia 
shore, and declaring truthfully. 
" That is onb side of the river !" 
It was, of course, exceedingly easy 
to throw the dollar upon the ground, 
which was in fact " throwing it up- 
on the othrr side of the river." 
So the distance to Los Angeles is 
absolutely nil. We are here, and 
iu 1 92 1 you will be here. 

The Governmental regulation of 
railroads end the War are insepar- 
able, and the leading financiers, and 
other prominent men who are in 
positions to know, declare that the 
war cannot be continued for even 
two years longer, on account of the 
stupendous expenditures of money 
and of men. 

Our Uncle Sam bas signed to meet 
the Kaiser iu the ring and has been 
training faithfully and sedulously, 
getting into prime condition, so that 
when they meet, which will be soon, 
everyone of us is confident that the 
Kaiser will be knocked out cold 
in less than two rounds (years) ; so 
that it will all be over before 1921. 
Disposing of the foregoing ob- 
jections, it is logical to advert to 
some of the innumerable reasons why 
Los Angeles is the Convention City 
ne plus ultra. 

Think of it, ye Brethren! In com- 
ing from the Kast many of you 
must cross the great Mississippi 
River, and the " Big Muddy" Mis- 
souri River, which glides turbulent- 
ly but quietly through its deep 
channels, " the deepest rivets make 
least din," flowing on to join the 
tremendous Hood of the " Father of 
Waters." Then on over and 
through the gorges of the Rocky 
Mountains; traversing the wide 
stretches of the noiseless desert; 
climbing the awesome peaks of the 
Incomparable Sierras, amidst the 
Wo nderf ul shrieking silence, seem- 
ing to proclaim their wordless alle- 
giauce to the Almighty Creator, 
while reaching eternally upwards to 
meet " the silence that is in the 
starry skies."

It is, how- 
ever, with my youthful friends in 
affliction that I am primarily con- 
cerned. I should like to offer — if I 
■my — a few kindly words of admoni- 
tion to the pupils of the various 
schools of the deaf, auent the fallacy 
of abandoning their education be- 
fore graduation, and ignoring the 
bounty of the Slate, which spends 
thousands of dollars for this pur- 
pose annually. 

It appears to me that many of 
them do not sufficiently realize the 
great handicap which deafness most 
assuredly imposes in the fierce 
struggle for existence. If they did, 
they would be loath to saddle on 
themselves the additional burden of 
" Ignorance," to which a large 
number are 11 u fortunately subject. 
No adequate reason exists for such 
foolish neglect. Ask the "old- 
timers," and not a few will tell you 
bow they rue the day when they 
hastily forsook tbeir curriculum. 
Are you to be a future member of 
this repentant class f 

Parents and guardians of the 
deaf must also realize that the few 
paltry dollars which their children 
might earn after quilting sohool ia 
scant compensation for the more 
serious loss of education, with its 
attendant possibilities for greater 
all-around development aud the 
larger results which might have 
been theirs. There are special ex- 
ceptions, to be sure, whore a com- 
bination of circumstances beyond 
control, such as dire proverty or 
death of the bread-winner, compels 
a boy to shoulder the weighty re- 
sponsibilities of supporting his fami- 
ly. 

All honor lo this uoble baud of 
youngsters ! They are not, of the 
soit who " watch the clock" nor 
need they be watched. That relent- 
less taskmaster, " Necessity," most 
assuredly molds their spirits into 
M sternei stuff," spurring them on 
with a dauntleasness that brooks uo 
surrender and levels all obstacles in 
their path. It is, however, the vast 
majority who bave noeaeh eoatpel- 
liug necessity lor whom these words 
are mainly intended. 

It is a sorry fact that by far the 
greater number of pupils who leave 
before their period of education bas 
been completed, laboi at insigui- 
aeaut wages and are ever knocking 
foi jobs, simply because they are not 
sufficiently ttained in industrial 
hatiits ami have not that souse of 
proportion which only a rounded 
education can give. As a result 
employment bureaus are but com- 
pelled to make the bext of the 
" quality" that is annually "ground 
out" from the schools. 

But is it just ? Why add to the 
lairden of an overtaxed community 
in letting loose numerous de- 
pendents who M can do anything" — 
meaning in effect nothing at all ? 
When uormal children fail to attend, 
or leave school tiefore their term of 
education has expired, they aie 
promptly set upon by truants officers 
and parents are baled to court for 
failure to comply with the law. 

How moot) more vital is it then to 
see that scholastic and industiial 
education among the deaf — who in 
addition have to contend against a 
common prejudice — is pioperly en- 
fae e a d? We need a "Truant School 
for the Deaf," and I trust that those 
in authority will advocate for the 
sstalaMshweut of one. We must 
save the risiug generation, if they 
blindly or stubbornly refuse to save 
themselves, from tbeir own folly. 

Let ptqiils, oucaiug iuordiuate 
ambitious of becoming the future 
"Captains of Finance," at the ex- 
pense of needed education, take 
Iveed of how I hey deliberately iguore 
opportunities now offered them. 
" Distance lends enchantment." 
Lid them heir in mind that there 
is no time like the present. 

Small consolation will it he later 
en, when they gradually discover to 
tbeir intense ciiagiin (hat they have 
sacrificed the possibility of greater 
success in a larger sense for a " mem 
of pettage." Nonchalance cannot 
stand the test of time. Will they 
not use common discretion and con- 
sult their superiors tiefore they rash- 
ly quit? I sincerely hope SO. —

Dark Honaea. 



People who keep houses dark for 
fear of sunlight spoiling their carpet* 
and furniture have no idea of the 
disease destroying influence of sun- 
light and air. 

Recent experiments made in tbe 
Pasteur Institute have shown that 
bacilli exposed to tbe sun and air 
were desttoyed iu two hours, while 
those exposed to tbe sun, the air 
being excluded, were alive after fifty 
houts of exposure. An Italian 
physician made an interesting ex- 
periment with cholera baoilii. He 
found those protected from tbe sun 
killed guinea pigs in eighteen hours 
as usual; those exposed to the sou, 
although uot killed, were rendered 
entirely harmless. 

As lo the influence of sun and air 
on bacilli it was ascertained that 
the oxygen of the air had a marked 
effect in assisiting the sun's rays, 
and that the bacteria suffered less 
from the sun's rays if the supply of 
oxygen was diminished. Certain 
liquids too, which will undergo 
putrefaction in the dark, will re- 
main sweet and free from bacteria 
when exposed to the sun's rays. 

Air and sun are nature's great 
purifiers. — Health.

The aviation tests to determine the 
ability of deaf-mutes to sense the 
variations of direction in aeroplanes 
was continued on Sunday last, by U 
S. Army aviators. 

This time only four deaf-mutes 
responded to the call. They were; 
William Krieger, Kdth Watt Morris, 
Mendel Berman and Merritt Klopsch. 
They had a blinder over their eyes 
during the time of actual tests. The 
height attained was one thousand 
five hundred feet, and answers were 
required to seven changes of position 
the horizontal plane, going straight 
ahead; the ordinary nose dive, 
straight down; a bank to the left, 
where the left wing goes up In the 
air and the right wing down; similar- 
ly the right-hand bank; climbing 
straight np; turning to the right or 
left on a horizontal plane. 

When the experiments were over 
the blinder was removed, and each of 
the four gave written answers to the 
test. It is Inferred that the deaf did 
very well, because they were invited 
to continue the experiments in the 
near future It is too early to attach 
proper significance to these experi- 
ments. Still it holds out hope that 
eventually some of the deaf may be- 
come pilots In the air — If not for war 
purposes, maybe for the coming 
necessities in civil life, when aero- 
planes become regularly established 
for United States Mail and as com- 
mon carriers.
